Pahokee Yotth Development Center 
trying to make a difference

Administrative staff and cor- 
porate members of the Pahokee 
Youth Development Center 
met recently with community

The 350-bed center -opened 
about two years'ago'and hous- 
es male youth offenders. It is 
one of-only two facilities of this 
size in the State of Florida. 

The cénter, located at 500 

Bay Bottom Road in Pahokee, 
is run by Correctional Services 
Corporation of Sarasota, 
* The tenter has a three year 
contract with the Department 
of Juvenile Justice and deals 
with secure-level 6 youth who 
have committed sych:crimes as - 
2nd degree felonies or higher 
and have prior escape histo- 
ries. 

The young males, between 
the ages of 13 and 17, 'are as- 
signed to the center by the Ju- 
venile Justice Department and 
have a projected duration of six 
to nine months at the center. 

Wheri the young men arrive 
at the center they are put” 
through initial health and. 
mental health screenings, is- 
sued center property, given a` 


youth handbook detailing the 
Tules and regulations of the fa- 
rility and a legal guardian is 
contacted to let them know the 
youth are at the facility. 

They are then put through a 
14-day orientation which con- 
sists ‘of clinical testing for ag- 
Bression, social skills, sub- 
stance abuse, educational test- 
ing and a comprehensive 
health and needs assessment. 

They are then assigned to a. 
treatment team consisting of a 
unit manager, caseworker, 
teacher and team leader. Their

"ters of the Pacific Ocean. 

Since last summer, NOAA 
data buoys have recorded a sig- 
nificant drop in the ocean's 
temperature, signaling the for- 
mation of what scientists call 
La Nina. The La Nina - the op- 
posite of the better known El 
Nino - 18 characterized by un- 
usually cold sea surface tem- 
peratures in the equatorial Pa- 
cific. 

The water temperature - 
whether it's cold. or warm - 
plays an important role in di- 
recting the steering currents in 
the upper atmosphere. And it's 
the steering currents - the jet 
stream - that determines the 
weather. „ 

During a La Nina, the jet 
stream is often fond travers- 
ing the northern part of the 
country, triggering heavy snow 
and drawing artic air into the 
upper midwest, Great Lakes 
and northeast. With all the ac- 
tion up north, La Nina winters 


in Florida tenid to be relatively 
quiet, producing a warm, dry 
pattern. 

Yet, the La Nina occurs lesg, 
frequently that the better 
known, El Nino. Weather pat- 


‚ terns are not ав clear-cut, often 


it difficult to predict. 
seems to be the explana- 
tiotfor January's topsy-turvy 
weather pattern and it’s why 
La Nina expérts believe winter 

from over. 
After all, Pacific Ocean sea- 
surface temperatures are cur-4))) 
rently 2 to 5 degrees cooler 
than normal, the coldest tem- 
peratures in a decade. And 
NOAA's Climate Prediction 
Center believes “further inten- 
sification of cold episode condi- 
tions” is possible across the 
equatorial Pacific. 

So with all due respect tog 
“Phil” and his fellow groundhog 
prognosticators around the 
country (General Lee in At- 
lanta, Ground Chuck in Ohio 
and Pierre C. Shadeaux in New 
Orleans), winter isn't over yet. 

It seems very likely that an- 
other major snowstorm (or two) 
will sweep across the northern 
part of the country And it's 
*quite possible that one mores 
blast. of chilly air will visit our 
part of Florida.

Once your child has been diagnosed with 
asthma, there are several things you oan do 
to help your child avoid asthma attacks.
